Phoenix, Ariz., Dec 21.-- If "there is to
oe no well defined lines of battle upon
the question 01 statenooa and a consti-
tution for Arizona, there Is certainly
going to be one of the hottest skir-
mishes anyone ever saw. It has started
but, of course, cannot be expected to
reach its height until after the holidays-

-Governor

Richard E. Sloan, natural
head of the Republican party by virtue
of the office he holds, as well as his
consummate political ability, and a
genius for leadership so often dis-
played, has returned from "Washington
to start the fight. He stopped over in
Tucson to confer with the party lead-
ers there, among whom is "Jimmie"
"Williams, a close friend of postmaster
general Hitchcock.

When Gov. Sloan arrived in Phoenix,
--not until he had consulted his lieuten-
ants hare, did he consent to give out
an interview to the press. And when k

he did let go, the enemy hunted its
hole.

Governor Sloan was well prepared
for all questions, and the manner in
which he lias sailed into the constitu
tion, coming as he does directNfrom the
presiaent ana congress, leaves noaouot
in the mind of any person whose mind
is open to conviction. Speaking with
the. weight of official "Washington be-

hind him. Gov. Sloan has declared that
the constitution is to be defeated at the
polls if Arizona is to achieve statehood
within two decades.

Now, Gov. Sloan is well known as an
Arizonian; better 'knowi as such than
as ,a itepuDiican or even a poiitician-- j

for over 3o years, and he has worked
consistently and persistently for its

His friends say that no mar
can say that he has been actuated by
any motive other than that which he
has from time to time declared to be
his reason for this or that action.

In view of all this, when he comes
out with a statement that Washington
is practically a unit on the proposition
that it will have none of a state which
embodies into its constituion the vi-

cious principles of the 'initiative,'' the
Teferendum and 'the recall of judges, he
Is "believed.

Be the provisions for direct
tion vicious or otherwise, that is what
Gov. Sloan believes them to be, and his
tremendous personal following Is there-
fore bound to make a big noise during
the campaign and in the casting of the
ballots.

The result will be known on Febru-
ary 9, for on that date the people are
to express their pleasure in the mat-
ter. Until that time comes Arizona will
claim the center of the political stage,
lor she is in the fight of her history.

Gen. Navarro, but instead, communicat-
ed the situation to headquarters in
Chihuahua and received orders to wait

Troops are being hurried forward to
raise the force of Col. Guzman to 1000
men and then the attack will be made
from the two sides "with the purpose
of forcing the rebel forces to surrender
or of wiping them out of existence."
In high official circles it is believed
the rebels are now trapped and that
they cannot possibly escape. The de
struction of this force, it is said, will
mean that there will remain no rebels
in the field, with the exception of a
few marauding bands of outlaws. Un-
prejudiced advices from Chihuahua say
the federals are trapped- -

Francisco L Madero, the head of the

But
the arrival of t!he train from the dis-
turbed district brought assurance that
the federal forces must face a "hor-
net's nest."

More than 70 wounded soldiers were
conveyed back to the city. The engi-
neer, a Mexican, was one of the
wounded. His conductor, an American-Frpnchma- n.

named Jerrv .Ternarrl. was
uninjured and received $500 gold, to
make the trln, and an additional $500
when he returned with the complete
rain. It is not known what the Mexi-

can engineer received, since it is de- -
clared that he did not go voluntarily.

An attempt was made Tuesday to
send more soldiers west, but no engineer
uould be secured. Troops still are
pouring in the city, but the idea of
pressing westward is not a popular one.

It is logically' supposed that the in-

surrectos are holding the long delayed
Mexico 'Northwestern train with the
purpo-s- of employing it for their own
use. "With an engine amd train of cars,
troops may be transported with greater
speed in case of needed reinforcements
at any point of the line. It also is re-
ported on good authority that the tele-
graph wires were taken down by the
insurrectos, not to destroy the connec-
tion, but to employ the line for their
own use. One of the largest insurrec-
tionary commands has' its .own private
telephone system, it is said, and lays
ground wires as the band proceeds off
the railroad.

HORSES STAMPEDED INTO
TEXAS BELONGED TO REUKLS

Ysleta, Texas, rec. 21. Capt. John

Call to Arms.
A circular calling to arms the peo-

ple of Mexico has been sent broadcast
throughout the state of Chihuahua. It
is signed by Pascual Orozco, the chief
of arms of the insurrectionary forces,
and is dated Ciudad Guerrero, Decem-
ber 6.

Bolton, Eng.. Bee, 21. An explosion followed by fire occurred at Little
Hnlon colliery, of the Hulton Colliery company here, this raoraia? soon after
200 miners had Rone below the surface. The esn!e and extent of" the disas-
ter Is In doubt.

The flrct rescue party reaching the scene brought seven men and a hay
to safety and later recovered five bodies. -

Smoke and gas filled the mine following the exylostoa and the chances
of the imprisoned men escaping were made small by the weilglajr of the cages,
which Interfered vIth the icmilatioH,. the rising Rases being driven, back
upon the entombed men.

Meanwhile, the fire raged fiercely and It was supposed that ma ay win
were not killed. by the notions gaes were burned to death.

Thousands of half crazed w omen and children surrouad the month of the
mine and pitiful scenes familiar to coal mining disasters were enacted.

At 2 oclock this afternoon only eight men had escaped and thceHtlook
for the rescue of others was dubious. At that honr tea bodies had been re--
covered.

Tse fate of some 2S0 men still entombed remained la tfouht this evening,
but those who had been below In efforts to rescue expressed little hope that

"any more would be found alive.
For the time the live of TOO men were In jeopardy, as themlne com-

municating with the one in which the explosion occurred was damaged by
Ihe shock and It was some time before Its 400 occupants cOHld be brought
to the surface. One of the eight miner?: who have escaped alive, sald tie
force of the explosion was such that the limbs of many were blows off.
